All of these gentlemen report that their stations joined their individual 
national networks between 1 and 2 p.n. on November 22, 1963. Ikceot for 
occasional "breakaways" for local weather and news, the local' television 
stations remained with the national networks for the next several days. 

They all report that when their stations receive orogranmin^ of this tvp° 
through the national networks, the local stations’ do" not log or tape the" 
showo, as it is the practice for the national headouarters of each network 
to maintain the log and the tape of the shows. 

French and .u*. Jones state they have no recollection of seeing the 
interview in question. However, Hr. Gifford definitely recalls having 
seen this particular interview over WHAS-TV between the hours of Ij to°6 p.i 
. on November 22, 1963 . The interview was fed to VJHA3-TV by the national ’ ' 
network and, therefore, the local station does not have a "tape or further 
information regarding the specific time.
